WASHINGTON.—A goodly number of service 
bills appeared stalled until at least next January 
as adjournment fever gripped Capitol Hill this week 

While it is possible the lawmakers could be held 
in session for quite some time by a major national 
issue—such as civil rights—the unmistakable signs 
of scram fever were visible all over the Hill. Staffs 
were working to clear the decks and bills that might 
slow the process were being pushed aside until next 
year.

| WASHINGTON Army “alum 
ni” have a more favorable attitude 
toward the service six months after 
their release from active duty than 
they had at any time after the first 
few weeks of their obligated hitch. 
That was reported by the Army 
this week on the basis of results 
culled from questionnaires sent to 
960 men who had been out of the 
Army about six months. 

The survey was one of a series 
undertaken by the Army since 
1955 when it was suggested that 
the Army might be its own best 
salesman in creating a more favor- 
able public image if it attempted 
to influence the attitudes of soldiers 
while serving on active duty. 

A more recent survey, published 
in Army Times last week, indi- 
cated that the apparent level of fa- 
vorability for non-Regular Army 
personnel was highest early in basie¢ 
combat training, and significantly 
lower at the end of the advanced 
individual training period (ap- 
proximately the 16th week of serv- 
ice),

Might Taste Pretty Good — 


FORT MONROE, Va.—Rib eye steaks, pork chops, chicken pot pie with ee ae top 
mashed potatoes and gravy, chocolate fudge cake or pecan rolls — A 
cerpt from a gourmet cookery course, perhaps? Could be, but it’s really a sample of what 


the Army combat soldier may be 
eating in his “Foxhole-Sheraton” 
while fighting or training in the 
future. 

All of which may evoke cries of 
disbelief from the GI of War I 
who recalls his experiences with 
the K ration which, while a valiant 
effort toward taste and variety, 
sometimes offered palatability of 
dubious quality. 

* . . 

WHAT he may not realize, how- 
ever, is that the entire family of 
the K, C and 10-in-1 rations was 
a pioneer beginning of a new tech- 
nique in sustaining the soldier in 
combat—sustaining him with food 
that was easily carried, provided 
energy to keep him in fighting trim 
and attempted to satisfy the esthetic 
quality of pleasant taste. 

In developing the rations the 
combat soldier will eat in the fu- 
ture, the marvels of dehydrated, 
irradiated foods, and new packag- 
ing concepts are brought into play. 
All these are related to the basic 
slogan which has been time-tested 
in many wars that “Beans and Bul- 
lets” go hand in hand to win vic- 
tories. 

They also conform to new doc- 
trines of waging war on the ground 
—the concept of the highly mobile 


and small-type unit organization, 
dispersed and often required to 
sustain itself for substantial pe- 


riods of time. In such warfare, 
every ounce of weight counts and 
hence food rations for American 
troops must be light weight and 
palatable. 

Having adapted dehydration to 
combat — rations, s thus cutting 
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The answer seems to be irradia- 
tion, a germ-killing process by 
which foods can be preserved by 
controlied amounts of gamma 
radiation in a flexible package 

(instead of a metal can) and 
which can be stored without re- 
frigeration fer months without 
deterioration of the contents. 

To determine what kind of food 
the combat soldier needs and can 
carry with minimum inconvenience 
is one of the jobs of the Materiel 
Developments Section, Headquar- 
ters, Continental Army Command, 
here at Fort Monroe. New ideas 
and suggestions, in foods and pack- 
aging, are examined and tested for 
practicability by test boards. Sug- 
gestions and modifications are re- 
ported back to the Quartermaster 
Corps researchers.

TAKE the new standard, 
bat, individual type meal, for in- 
stance.

ALMOST as amazing as the actual

Mashed potatoes, 
looking like bits of rice, become 
fluffy and appealing. (Similar de- 
hydrated mashed potatoes have 
been on commercial grocery store 
shelves for some time.) They can 
be prepared and fed on-the-spot by 
anyone—no trained cooks are re- 
quired. 

A family of 21 quick-serve (de- 
hydrated) meals is now under de- 
velopment and is scheduled for test 
in 1961. Initial research was begun 
in 1955 and by the time it is com- 
pleted, the Quick-Serve menu will 
have combined 28 basic new food 
components and 17 new combina- 
tion dishes, not including. season- 
ing mixtures. Creating good sea- 
soning to enhance the taste of 
quick-serve foods is one of the 
little, extra touches. 

One can go on from there into 
even more elaborate rations now 
being tested—the 25-man un- 
cooked meal, for example, whose 
bill of fare may include rib eye 
steaks, chicken pot pie with corn- 
bread top, chocolate pudding, 
spice cake. 

So far the emphasis in this story 
has been on food.

‘The Army said, however, Merritt would have to face the board 
of officers appointed to look into his case after -what the Army called 
“serious personal misconduct” was discovered during an investigation 
of Merritt’s religious claims.

Master ¢raftsmen of this trade 
are USAIS. instructors in the Office 
of the Diréctor of Instruction; the 
department that operates such 
well-known Fort Benning courses 
as the Infantry officers leader 
course, associate Infantry company 
officers course and others. 
Humor is not used for humor’s 
sake. Educators know that no mat- 
ter how vital a subject is, it is 
hard to hold a student’s interest all 
the time. 
However, humor if expertly used, 
it can bring back wandering stu- 
dents.

Army Orders 
Fire-Fighting 


WASHINTON — A new chemical 
compound, considered to be twice 
as effective as any other extinguish- 
ing agent against liquid fuel and 
electrical fires, has been adopted 
for emergency use at Army instal- 
lations, the Department of the 
Army announced this week. 
Known as “monobromotrifluoro- 
methane,” the compound can also 
be used to prevent fires by mixing 
it with helium or nitregen, thereby 
creating a combustion-free atmos- 
phere, allowing dangerous jobs to 
be conducted in safety. 
Standardized along with the agent 
was a special cylinder that weighs 
less than three pounds and holds 
one quart of the compound. The 
container features a specizlly de- 
signed nozzle that can discharge 
the fluid in from 10 to 12 seconds.

DEVELOPED BY the Army En- 
gineer Research and Development 
Laboratories, Fort Belvoir, Va., the 
new agent can be used in tempera- 
tures as low as 65 degrees below

possible (and unnecessary) to record every 
complaining utterance made in public life and 
construct an answer to it. But in a situation 
such as that created by Senator Douglas it 
would seem merely good public relations for 
the Defense Department to. provide some re- 
buttal in time for the press to use it when it 
counts. In far too many instances today, a 
reporter rounding out his story must resort 
to the empty phrase: “The Defense Depart- 
ment said it was studying the charges and 
would issue a reply to them soon .. .” 

Almost anything is better than that. For 
instance, a fact sheet could be drawn up in a 
short time—something like this:

No law prescribes where 
such stores will be located. 
DOD regulations prescribe 
that they will not be located 
in areas where prices in com- 
mercial stores are 20 percent 
or Jess in excess of commis- 
sary store prices. (This is 
pure policy and subject to 
legal doubt because of the 
basic statute which requires 
that Army and AF stores be 
made available to. service 
people.) 


The law makes no mention 
of such a requirement. Even 
if it did, it would be grossly 
unfair, because no post can 
house its entire complement. 
Many retired people consider 
this privilege a part of their 
pay, and it has so been recog- 
nized by Congress. 


Public law authorizes and 
requires that commissaries 
be made available and that 
food be provided at cost. 
Further, even a casual study 
of recent pay legislation—in- 
cluding studies by such 
groups as the civilian Cor-

Under the basic statute 
(1879), no mark-up is per- 
mitted. The present 3 percent 
mark-up comes about because 
of language in the annual ap- 
propriation act. The money is 
used to pay for equipment 
and supplies used in setting 
up such stores. (Even this is 
subject to serious doubt on 
its legality. A test case might 
prove embarrassing to crities 
of the commissary). 


The point is well taken. But 
(a) the services are required 
by law to operate the stores; 
(b) if enlisted persons 
weren't used, more civilians 
would have to be hired; (c) 
most of the enlisted people 
are used in ration breakdown 
work for issue to troops. 


Almost every large com- 
mercial concern (including 
grocery stores) has some 


equivalent, either in the form 
of a “company store” or a 
discount in lieu of that, for 


employees. 


These replies are put down here as a 
form of immediate rebuttal. They An be 
backed up by quoting “chapter and verse,” as 


the saying goes.

They are presented here 
for discussion between 


service people and their would-be detractors, 
as well as in the hope that other publications 
may find them useful in future.

Red Spectacular 
In the Works?

ry CIRCLES of rocket engineers everybody seems to be 
more or less convinced that the next “space event” of 
Russian origin will be timed to coincide with the visit of 
Premier Khrushchev to the United States; or to precede 


this visit by a day or two. 

If we take such a propaganda 
esture for granted—and past per- 
ormances indicate that this is at 
least very likely—the next question 
je what the Russiana might do. 

The Russians, so far, have pro- 

duced three “firsts”—the first 
artificial satellite, then the first 
animal in orbit and the first sat- 
ellite to go into an erbit around 
the sun, A few “firsts” still te 
be done are: (1) ttle first rocket 
to actually hit the moon, (2) the 
first rocket to go inte an orbit 
eround the moon, (3) the first 
vocket to reach another planet 
and, of course (4) the first man 

im space. 

Always keeping in mind that the 
Russian goal must be twofold 
(namely to perform a valid scien- 
tific experiment and an act of prop- 
aganda) a few items can be elimin- 
ated from this list. An attempt to 
actually hit the moon is not too 
likely for the chances of missing 
it are quite high. And if the rocket 
did miss it would become just an- 
other scientific payload in orbit 
around the suc, jyining Metchta 
and Pioneer IV.

As for the third possibility—a 
rocket to one of the neighboring 
planets—the time is wrong now, or 
rather the positions of the two 
neighboring planets, Venus and 
Mars as relative to the position of 
the earth. Take-off time for the 
neighboring plantes comes early 
in 1961; before then it cannot be 
done. This leaves the possibility of 
putting a man into space. 

A man would not have toe go 
into orbit to make the necessary 
point. If a rocket carried him in 
a near-vertical flight to a distance 
of, say 500 miles from the ground, 
then fell back and delivered its 
passenger safely into the atmos- 
phere for subsequent landing 
either by parachute or in a 
winged capsule, the event would 
make all headlines the world 
over. 

There is absolutely no doubt that 
the Russians could do this. The 
rocket that carried Sputnik III into 
orbit delivered a total weight of

HOWEVER, if the Russians are 
not yet ready for such a shot there 
is something else they could do. 
Later this year the United States 
plans to send a 100-foot balloon 
into an orbit. The balloon will be 
made of plastic with aluminum 
coating and will hold about half a 
gallon of water. Of course a little 
air will be trapped in its folds. 
When released in pressureless 
space the trapped air will unfold it. 
Now water boils in accordance with 
the pressure under which it finds 
itself. Since the pressure inside the 
balloon will be nearly insignificant 
the water will boil away, too, chang- 
ing into water vapor and completing 
the inflation. 

Such a hundred-foot sphere in 
orbit will be something that can be 
seen with the naked eye. But there 
is no reason why the Russians 
should not fill up a nose cone of 
one of their big rockets with a doz- 
en such inflatable spheres. One 
dozen such spheres would weigh 
about 2200 pounds, well within the 
payload carrying capacity of the 
Sputnik III type of rocket. If they 
were connected by thin nylon lines 
so that they stay together after in- 
flation they would form a cluster 
400 to 500 across. This would be an 
artificial satellite which would be 
not only visible to the naked eye 
but would be bright enough so that 
it could not possibly be missed.

Aikido Sounds Like Devastating Art

FORT BENNING, Ga. — “The 
easiest way to get a body down” 
describes simply a physical art of 
antiquity which is being intro- 
duced at Fort Benning by SP5 
George D. Brown, a chaplain’s as- 
sistant at Martin Army Hospital. 

Pronounced i-key-doe, the art 
was created by an aged, medita- 
tive Oriental in 1120 and imperial 
Japanese families preserved it se- 
cretly through eight centuries. 

Aikido lost secret status after 
War II, and since 1945 it has re- 
nained in obscurity. Fundamen- 
tal temperamental differences 
seems to account for why it is an 
9Jriental and not a Western sport. 


Hawaiian police are employing 
aikido because a lawbreaker can 
be held and controlled with one 
hand (sometimes one finger) and 
little force. 

“That is why it is the most hu- 
mane of all forms of self-defense,” 
Brown said, adding, “There is no 
reason aikido should exist except 
as a protective measure.”

BACKED with wholehearted 
support, he’s forming a club de- 
voted to it. The youth specialist, 
who appears far from Herculean, 
will instruct in the ancient bodily 
art twice a week.

Benevo- 
lence or misuse depend upon the 
complexities, impulses, twists and 
tendencies of the human mind 
which can resort to it.

McCHORD AFB, Wash.—The bodies of two soldiers 
that had lain in the wreckage of their light plane high in the 


Cascade Mountains since last 


January were returned here 


this week as the culmination of a six-day operation beset with 





two helicopter crashes. 


The wreckage of an Army L-20, 
containing the bodies of Capt. 
Wade L.. Shankle Jr. and Pvt. 
John A. Ardussi, was discovered 
last week in the mountains 17 miles 
northwest of Lake Chelan, Wash., 
by two hikers. It took them two 
days to reach the nearest telephone, 
in Stehekin, to report their find. 


An Army H-21 helicopter was 
dispatched from Fort Lewis, carry- 
ing a three-man investigating team, 
headed by -Maj, try H. Preston, 
from the 3lst Artillery Brigade 
(AD),. the plane’s home base, and 
a photographer, as well as the crew 
of four. The brigade is commanded 
by Brig. Gen, Daniel A, O’Connor. 

The terrain near the crash was 
too rugged for the chopper to at- 
tempt landing, but as it hovered, 
observing the area, it suddenly 
crashed to the ground. None of the 
eight men aboard, however, was 
injured.

Forces Treaty Still | 
Works Well Overseas 


WASHINGTON, — Servicemen 
subject to trial in foreign coun- 
tries are getting fair treatment and 
adequate legal protection, the De- 
fense Department’s Assistant Gen- 
eral Counsel told the Senate 
Armed Services Committee. 

Defense was making its annual 
report on the operations of the 
Status of Forces agreements un- 
der which American servicemen 
can be tried by foreign courts. 

Defense revealed that out of 13,- 
659 cases in foreign courts in the 
year ending Nov. 30, 1958, only 96 
American servicemen actually 
went to foreign jails. Only four of 
the sentences were for more than 
five years. 

o * . 

WHILE things are working well, 
ther are some problems, Monroe 
Leigh, the Assistant General Coun- 
sel, said. 

Among them are Turkey, where 
local authorities are not waiving 
jurisdiction—as other countries do 
in 65 percent of their cases. Black- 
marketing, which Turkey considers 
a very serious crime, is also caus- 
ing. Defense concern. 

Another problem is in Japan 
where, like France, the prosecution 
as well as the defense can appeal 
a court verdict. Leigh said De- 
fense is working tirelessly to se- 
cure the freedom of airman first 
class Benjamin B. Owyang, who was 
charged with murdering a Japanese 
national in a roadside brawl. 

Owyang was acquitted by the 
court for insufficient evidence. (In 
Japan criminal trials are before a 
three judge court rather than a 
jury).

not appeal an acquittal. That 
would be considered double jeop- 
ardy in America. 

Leigh said the Department has 
hopes of getting Owyang free. 

Defense gave this breakdown of 
offenses overseas for the last one- 
year period for which figures are 
available. 

Of 13,659 cases, 9631 were traf- 
fic violations. Foreign courts 
waived jurisdiction in 5368 cases. Of 
the 4263 cases tried, 2989 were 
traffic violations.

THERE were fines or reprimands 
in 3783 cases, acquittals in 217 
cases, There were prison sen- 
tences in 263 cases but sentence 
was suspended in all but 96 cases. 

Defense said the number of cases 
and the number of confinements 
have declined. The waiver rate 
by foreign governments has in- 
creased. 

Compared to 96 jail sentences, 
there were 124 in the previous 
year. 

Defense spent $60,341 in defend- 
ing men in foreign courts.

— Two hun- 
dred “foreigner” quail were re- 
leased on the Forf Hood reser- 
vation 11 August as a part of the 
Texas Game and Fish Commis- 
sion’s study of the bird as a pos- 
sible addition to shouting available 
to Texas hunters. 

The new quail -- Coturnix — 
are Asian in origin. In behavior 
they are quite different from the 
familiar bob white. 

The Coturnix is migratory. De- 
termining the extent and time of 
migration is one of the purposes 
of the Game and Fish Commission’s 
study of the birds. 

Each of the birds released bears 
a numbered band. The Game and 
Fish Commission urges that any- 
one bagging one of the quail send 
the barid to the commission with 
the time and place the bird was 
killed. (Members of the Rod and 
Gun Club at Fort Hood may turn 
bands in to the clubhouse for for- 
warding to the commission.)

is the “flying jeep,” but the foot 
soldier won't see it for many years. 

Posted on the wall of one office 
at the Pentagon are artist con- 
ceptions of many atomic mis- 
siles, exotic infra-red weapens 
and other arms with which “to- 
morrew’s soldier” will be equip- 
ped. Some one with a wry sense 
of humor hung an old-fashioned 
kitchen fly swatter next te them. 

This is symbolic, an Army 
spokesman said, He declared that 
while all of these new weapons 
have been designed and proven 
practical, there is no money to 
put them into the hands of troops 
quickly. He stated, too, that these 
same troops if called on to fight 
a conventional war, would be us- 
ing the fly-swatter weapons of 
World War II and Korea. 

This is-not to downgrade the 
Army. Through new- training 
methods and pentomic . concepts, 
today’s Army has increased its fire 
power and effectiveness. It also is 
bringing into being STRAC-dedi- 
cated soldiers, who unlike some of 
their Korean counterparts, are 
ready and willing to fight.

and many an old-time sharpshooter 
still swears by the Springfield '03. 

Tnere also is new money in this 
year’s budget to buy more modern |; 
arms and give the Army. a start on 
its modernization. For instance, the 
Army plans to buy 600 of the new 
M-113 armored personnel carriers 
like the ones that -starfled ‘West 
Berliners recently, 

But that will not be enough to 
equip more than three divisions 
and two armored cavalry regi- 
ments. However,.if war broke out 
tomorrow, the Army would not 
have enough of the new personnel 
carriers to equip even one division. 

The Army also plans te buy 
some 720 of the new M-60 tanks. 
These are still in the research 
and development stage. In a fight 
tomorrow, the Army would have 
to depend on the M-48 tank, 
which is just one model removed 
from the World War I tank. 

The Army already has placed 
orders for 85,000 of the new M-14 
rifles, which will use the 7.62mm 
NATO. ammunition, It also has 
ordered 8835 of the new light and 
heavy machine guns. These produc- 
tion runs could be stepped up in 
event of an emergency but there 
are no plans as yet to start pro- 
ducing the 7.62 ammunition in 
velume.

—The House Civil Service Com- 
mittee has approved a bill to let 
retired members of Congress draw 
my og ional pensions while serv- 


are halted when a retired Congress- 
man is employed by the* govern- 
ment in any. capacity. The bill 
would continue the payments if 
the retired member took a govern- 
ment position without pay or on 
an intermittent basis. The measure 
also would’ allow an ex-Congress- 
man taking a government job to 
count that service towards his Con- 
gressional pension.

I could 
average that out to say that one- 
third of the E-7s at that time were 
potential murderers. It would have 
been a very misleading statistic, 
but I have séen others used which 
were no more accurate. 

While the civilian components 
are not quite up to standard for the 
101st, of the Special Forces, they 
are a long way off from the stand- 
ards of the 1930s, and entirely dif- 
ferent from the mobs of the Civil 
War that some people still use 
for examples.

What we need, 
Finletter maintains, is a more 
dynamic policy that will enable 
us to reach “positions of 
strength” from which we can 
negotiate more successfully. Only 
then can the United States move 
forward along the road to peace 
and disarmament. 

It may seem paradoxical that 
we must become stronger mili- 
tarily before we can begin to 
disarm, but such is the case. 
During the last five years the 
military balance of power has 

~ tipped dangerously in Russia’s 
favor. Only if we restore and 
maintain this balance, can we 
hope to negotiate successfully 
with the Russians. 
” Finletter does not oversimplify 
the problem, for it is not simply 
a question of spending more 
money. The much more difficult 
tasks of eliminating waste and 
duplication, of coping with serv- 
ice rivalries, and of establishing 
an effective system of priorities 
will also have to be squarely met 
and solved. As a leading ex- 
ponent of air power, the author’s 
suggestions will not find favor in 
all quarters, but his ideas are 
worthy of serious consideration 
by military and civilian leaders 
alike. 

‘Of particular interest to the 
Army is his concept of the role 
of limited war in the future and 
the type and size of the forces 
that he thinks will be required 
to handle brush-fire incidents and 
local uprisings. 

= © 

THE MELITARY phase is but 
one side of the coin in the strug- 
gle with Communism. On the 
other lies the need for the United 
States to repair its diplomatic 
fences and to adopt a bolder 
policy in the political and eco- 
nomic fields. Mr. Finletter pro- 
poses that we shift from the de- 
fensive and seize the -initiative 
from the Russians, since only the 
Communists can gain while we 
try to maintain the status quo. 
Already China and part of Indo- 
China have been lost as a re- 
sult of our defensive policy and 
we must act to keep the rest of 
Asia out of the arms of Com- 
munism.

What, for example, are the 
mathematical chances of your living 
to a ripe old.age? According to 
annuity tables worked out by in- 
suranee actuaries, the odds are 
that a 20-year old man will live 
54.23 years longer; a girl of the 
same age can expect 59.43 addi- 
tional years of life. 

Once you reach 30, the odds 
say you'll survive another 4461 
years if“you are a man, another 
49.70 if a member of “the weaker 
gex.” 

Men of 60 are favored to survive 
till 78; women of the same age are 
good bets to reach 82. Once you've 
achieved 70, the odds say you'll 
survive past 80.

BUT LEST you become over con- 
fident and do something silly—tlike 
80 miles an hour—remember that 
your chances of accidental injury 
this’ year are about 1 in 17, and 
that accidents are the primary 
cause of death from age 1 to 44.

You can easily figure your

You have 4 chances in 47 of

FORT LEE, Va.—This onetime boondocks of the Army 
set in the lands of Powhatan’s Algonquin Indians and the 
garly settlers along the James and Appomattox rivers now, 


lly, is achieving promising 
pecmanency. 

New buildings, permanent bar- 

racks and family housing recently 


completed or now under con-~ 


struction will be a tonic to mili- 
tacy people assigned here, par- 
ticularly to those who draw sec- 
ond tours after absence of years 
and who knew this post as a camp 
of temporary, wartime shacks. 

Fort Lee is the home sta-

The in-training load of both 
officers and EM put through 
QM schools here averages 
about 1273 men a month. 

Classes cover every type of 
QM work, from cooking food 
to ruaning commissaries and 
PXs and from repairing boots 
te graves registration. 

it. is a boot camp, Army-style, 
and as they march up the street 
and back down again they get 
their advanced training.

Major units stabled here, ia ad- 
dition to the AF unit, include the 
Quartermaster Training Com- 
mand (schools), the Quarter- 
master Research and Engineering 
Command (now testing a new 
combat boot), the 543d QM 
group consisting of 2618 EM and 
118 officers, and the Army’s Lo- 
gistic Management Center. 

Driving onto this post a num- 
ber of impressions are driven 
inte mind: (1) the snappy MPs; 
(2) the sharp uniforms of both 
officers and EM; (3): the new 
buildings going up; (4) the per- 
manent EM and NCO barracks; 
and (5) the trees. 

In contrast te many posts, 
there is shade te be found at 
Fort Lee.

There is a grand total of 1020 
family housing units belonging 
to the post, and 285 more Cape- 
hart units are to be built.

And while we don’t want Con- 
gress to come snooping down 
here, it must be reported as a 
matter of accuracy that some of 
the Wherry apartments have the 
equivalent of four » al- 
though the law limits such units 
to three.

These apartments are for en- 
listed men, NOT officers. 

According to Gen. Denniston, 
the fort has enough family hous- 
ing to quarter about 60 percent 
of the military families assigned 
here, forcing only 40 percent of 
the families to shop for housing 
off-post.

IT WAS reliably reported that 
civilian landlords in the vicinity 
of Fort Lee became alarmed 
when this post was authorized 
ts latest Capehart units. They 
eared their rental properties 
would stand empty. 

As a result, there is a sort of 
an unwritten agreement between 
the military and civilian com- 
munities that off-post rents will 
be kept at. a reasonable level 
and that rent gouging wilt not 
be tolerated. 

Off-post rentals for one, two 
three and four bedroom houses 
and apartments are from $80 to 
$100 a month. Prices of mod- 
ern ranch-type homes for those 
who wish to buy range from 
$9500 to $15,000 and up. There 
are at least five modern trailer 
parks nearby. 

Availability of off-post hous- 
ing is described as good, espe- 
cially for furnished apartments 
and houses. The post billet- 
ing office reported that it has 
an extensive list of available 
apartments and houses and 
that the list “has never, to the 
present time, been exhausted.”

It all adds up to the pros- 
pect that assignment to Fort 
Lee can be a happy one, always 
providing you are willing to live 
by the rules. 

Rules are spelled out very 
clearly in guide books handed 
out to newcomers. For example, 
women can’t parade around post 
in shorts, although they are au- 
thorized to wear them in their 
own yards. 

Meanwhile, new office, build- 
ings and housing are going up — 
a new QM school, a signal build- 
ing, a new hospital, new family 
housing. 

The new permanent construc- 
tion is a far cry from the early 
days of Lee, when, before the 
white man’s arrival, it was an 
Indian fighting ground. 


Its subsequent military his- 
tory covers a 300-year period. It 
was the scene of a conflict in 
1676 known as Bacon’s rebellion 
and was a battleground during 
the American Revolution and 
again during the Civil War. 

In World War I it became a 
training camp, named after the 
Confederate general, Robert E. 
Lee. A total of 134,275 men 
(plus 14,000 horses and mules) 
were trained here during War I. 

Following War I, buildings 
were demolished and the camp 
site became a wild life sanc- 
tuary. In 1940, with War II, it 
was reactivated as a reception 
center. In 1950, after the ex- 
periences of War II and Korea, 
it was designated a permanent 


military installation its name 
changed from “Camp” to “Fort.”

Firstest With the Mostest 
Is the Goal of Log School 


Turnbuckles to tanks . . . Buttons to bazookas. . . 


How to get there firstest with the mostest is the goal of the Army 
Logistics Management Center here. The school, with a faculty of 54 
officers, nine EM and 82 civilians, now turns out about 2000 military 
and civilians a year—men whose job it is to supply the Army’s front

‘A-Food’ May Be a Big Weapon 


The Army Quartermaster Corps is expected 
io come up soon with a decision on whether it 
will recommend building a pilot plant for produc- 
tion of irradiated foods which could be stored 
for years without refrigeration. 

Spokesmen at the QM Research and Engineer- 
ing Command here denied that they stopped ex- 
perimenting with preservation of foods by atomic 
radiation because they feared treated morsels fed 
io men were radioactive. 

They waintained their research comprised 
a five-year project. The five years of irradiating 
foed and /eeding it to men is now up, they said, 
and experiments have stopped until results can 
be studied and determination made to build the 
pilot plant. 

If. such a plant is built, and it works, it will 
prove a boon to housewives seemingly. always 
iroubled by lack of space in refrigerators. (And 
think ef the room it will leave in refrigerators 
for pa’s beer!) 

* * * 

TRANSCENDING possible domestic and combat 
use is the possibility that irradiated food could 
become the United. States’ most potent weapon in 
the cold war by allowing non-spoilage shipments of 
agricultural surpluses to starving populations of 
so-called underprivileged countries. 

Scientists here also have achieved miracles in 
dehydration or powdering of food. Moreover, 
they have discovered means to preserve natural 
fiavor and, they claim, gone are the days when 
powdered eggs and potatoes taste like mishmash. 

Here again is a potential cold war weapon, 
providing fer compactness in shipments abroad. 
For instance, one ounce of crystallized orange 
will make eight fluid ounces of juice when rehy- 
drated by adding water. 

For those who do not like powdered foods there 
is the new irradiation which preserves eats for 
months at room temperatures in their natural size 
and shape. A tomato stays a tomato and a potato 
stays a potato even though stored on a pantry 
ehelf without benefit of refrigeration or bin. 

Not enly de GM researchers here evolve 


food miracles but they test at one time or another 
every article used in this man’s Army, from food 
to clothes to petroleum. 

Down at the petroleum park, where they have 
developed an air-droppable rubber gasoline and 
oil storage tank, they have created an iron man 
from sections of oil lines. 

This is typical of the ingenuity of QM’s oil 
men, which in a more practical way led them to 
find a means of sending different types of oil 
and gasoline and even water through the same 
pipeline. 

Also being tested by QM is a new molded 
sole combat boot. Since an Army still marches 
on its feet, QM has set up a footwear testing course 
one-sixth of a mile long. The walk includes 
stretches of crushed quartz, chipped and cubed 
granite, cinders, sand, mud, water, gravel, slag 
and smooth and rough concrete. 

Over this course is being tested the new 
beot, worn by soldiers who wearily trudge the 
way, day after day, At times, for experimental 
purposes, a soldier will wear cne type of boot on 
ene foot and another model on the off foot. 

QM boot experts refused to be quoted by name 
about an article written by Lt. John C. Reade in 
the July issie of Army magazine, in which the 
officer charged that the present hard-toe combat 
boot was fit not for man but for the birds. 

However, they said that the present combat 
boot was the best one ever designed and that if 
a man got blisters from wearing it on long marches 
he simply had gotten a poor fit. 

Scientists of QM, too, are trying to ease the 
pack on the soldier’s back: They have invented 
an experimental plastic packboard with a webbing 
back rest intended to make packing cooler. and 
more comfortable. If approved, it will replace 
the bulky, heavier plywood packboard. A test 
detachment from Fort Lee was—at the time of our 
visit—out at the Yuma, Ariz., Test Station trying 
out the new packhoard under the desert sun.

service school responsible to the office of the Dep-

Men trained at the school become the top ad- 
ministrators of the supply organization that deals with over one mil- 
lion items, not only turnbuckles and tanks and buttons and bazookas 
but everything that a soldier needs.

ALMC traces its beginning to the end of World War 11 when, ii 
was said, top brass shifted some of its interest from combat to support 
arms. It had been pointed out that: “The problems of War J] were 
four-fifths supply and one-fifth strategy and tacties.” 

“There’s the rub,” an ALMC spokesman said. “These military 


‘businessmen’ not only have to administer the supply system with 
maximum economy, but they have national survival on their shoulders. 
The stuff has to be where it’s wanted when it’s wanted if war comes.’ 

In 1953 negotiations were made with a civilian management firm 
to prepare an educational program for management of the Army sup- 
ply system. Even at that late date, lessons of War II had not been 
heeded and a tragic lack of trained supply personne] again was 
pointed up by experiences in the Korean fracas. 

This resulted in the establishment of the Army Supply Manage- 


ment Course in October 1954. It was designed for and continues to 
train high-ranking officers (light and full colonels) and civilians of 
equivalent “rank” who hold key jobs in the supply system 
Training lower level personnel did not begin until 1956. Then 
six new courses were added for those persons in middle management 
jobs. Bulk of these are civilian employees in grades GS 7 through 


GS 10 and officers with the ranks of major and captain. 

The three combat arms, plus seven technical services of the Army, 
are represented in the student body. Some students also are assigned 
to the school from sister services. 

The Army Supply Management Course is a 12-week program 
three times a year. Four of the functional courses (Procurement 
Management, Requirements Management, Distribution Management 
and Maintenance Management) are of eight weeks duration. There 
also aré shorter courses in such things as property disposal and 
military goods specifications. 

In the neighborhood of 2000 students a year go through supply 
management paces at ALMC. Commanded by brigadier generals in its 
fledgling days, the school is now headed by Col. Bernard S. Waterman.

Ford Company Awarded 
Army ‘MUTT’ Contract 


ORD MOTOR COMPANY was 

recently awarded a $15,070,000 
Army Ordnance Corps contract for 
presuction of 4,050 newly designed 
¥4-ton passenger and cargo carry- 
ing vehicles. 


The production order, issued by 
the Detroit Ordnance District, fol- 
lows more than eight years of re- 
search and engineering by Ford in 
designing the utility vehicles which 
is literally “new from the ground 
up.” 

Designated the M-151, the light- 
weight vehicle has been nicknamed 
the “MUTT” (Military Utility Tae- 
tical Truck) by Ford.

THE contract has been assigned 
to the company’s Transmission and 
Chassis Division and assembly work 
will be performed at the Livonia, 
Mich., automatic transmission plant. 

Ford will assemble the vehicles 
and will issue subcontracts to 
about 65 other companies to manu- 
facture the production parts, spare 
parts, tool kits and training aids. 

About 100 employes will be en- 
gaged in assembly operations at 
Livonia and an estimated 2,000 
workers will be required for ac- 
tivities to be undertaken by sup- 
plier firms. 

About 60 percent of all sub- 
eontract work will be assigned to 
Michigan companies. 

Ford pointed out that suppliers 
were sought with experience in 
building products to Ordnance 
specifications or with consider- 
able background in automotive 
manufacturing. An effort will be 
made te give contracts te a maxi- 
~Am number of small business 
“encerns and special attention 


will be given to potential sup- 
pliers located in current labor 
surplus areas. 


The first parts orders to supplier 
firms will be issued immediately, 
Ford said, and work will get under 
way to set up the Livonia assembly 
line. The first vehicle is scheduled 
for completion in March, 1960. 


Army acceptance of the M-151 
design offers a potential for enor- 
mous simplification of truck field 
maintenance by reducing the re- 
quired variety and volume of spare 
parts. About 85 percent of the serv- 
ice parts for the %-ton M-151 have 
béen designed to be interchange- 
able within a fleet concept or “fam- 
ily of trucks” which also would in- 
clude %-ton and one-ton models. 

Features of the Ford M-151 de- 
sign include light weight, durabil- 
ity, ease of maintenance, gas econ- 
omy, low silhouette, efficient use of 
space, and a high degree of per- 
formance to meet the requirements 
of’ today’s highly mobile airborne 
army.

Revolving Credit Check System 
|-New Type of Installment Buying 


He” WOULD YOU like to add up to $5,000 a year to your buying power—at a cost to 
you of 1 percent per month for the extra cash? How would you like to have a bank 
“create” an account for you with up to this amount in it and give you the privilege of draw- 





repay the amount you draw from 
the account in equal instalments 
over a 12 to 24month period plus 
the 1 pereent a month interest 
cLarge? 
How would you like to have your 
bank “refill” this account of yours 
each month by the amount you re- 
pay each month—so that when you 
pay back, say, $50 of the amount 
you've drawn, you immediately 
have another $50 on which to draw? 
Before you dismiss this as too 
heady stuff even for our credit- 
happy land, I assure you that 
rising numbers of middle-income 
families the nation over are go- 
ing. through precisely the expe- 
riences I have just described. 
For what I have put into simple 
words here is the heart of a new 


approach by the commercial 
banking system to instalment 
credit, 


Formally it is known as revolv- 
ing check credit, although banks 
adopting the plan have various 
names for it—such as Ready Credit, 
Ready Money, Borrow-by-Check, 
First Check-Credit, Line-O-Credit, 
ete. Here is how it works: 


LET’S SAY you are a responsible 
family man with a good reputation 
for repaying debts and a long list 
of wants for material things. To 
make it simple, let’s say your take- 


You go to a bank offcring a re- 
volving check credit plan and apply 
for a line of credit just as you 
would apply for a unsecured per- 
sonal loan. Your banker investi- 
gates you, approves your applica- 
tion, then says: 

“With your pay and setup, you're 
eligible for a revolving check credit 
of $2,400, payable in 24 months. 
Here’s a book of checks which you 
can use for this amount anywhere, 
any time and for any purpose.” 

You now have a bank account 
with $2400 in it and immediately 
you write a check for $1200 to buy 
a boat. 

A month from now, you repay 
$50 plus 1 percent interest on the 
total of your loan. At once, your 
account rises to $1250 (the amount 
of your repayment plus the bal- 
ance you haven't used). Two 
months from now, you repay an- 
other $50. Your balance rises to 
$1300. And so on. 

In, say, six months from now, | 
when you have. repaid $300 and| 
have $1500 in your balance, you} 
decide to use the entire amount 
for a car. 

A month from that date, you re- 
pay $100. Your account is “re- 
filled” with $100. In two months 
it’s up to $200, in three months 
to $300... 

What you have, in short, is a 
perpetual line of credit—and as 














home pay is $10,000 a year. 


long as you do not abuse your 


credit, you need not go back to 
the bank. 

“It’s the most revolutionary de- 
velopment in instalment credit in 
years,” said Lou Asterita of the 
American Bankers Assn., when 4, 
interviewed him on the ingenious 
plan this week. “It’s not some- 
thing old under a new name. It 
is a fundamentally new and far 
better way of extending direct un- 
secured instalment credit,” em- 
phasized H. B. Hassinger, vice 
president of thé First National 
Bank of Boston, the bank which 
invented and originally offered the 
plan under the name of “First 
Check Credit” back in 1955, 

And there is no question that 
revolving check credit is catching 
on across the land, for, as Asterita 
says, to banks the plan is an #m- 
come-producer and a way to at- 
tract a higher-income class of bor- 
rowers and depositors, (In New 
York, for instance, four big banks 
are now offering it.) 


Should you try for the credit? 
If you have the discipline to keep 
perpetual credit from putting you 


into perpetual debt, yes. It is a 
convenient, relatively inexpensive 
and “prestige” way to borrow. In 
fact, if revolving check credit lives 
up to its potentials, the thousands 
now using it through a few. hun- 
dred banks could become millions 
using it through thousands of banks 
in the years ahead.

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Rucker Testing 
Helicopter Crane 


FORT RUCKER, Ala. — Some of the best minds in Army aviation 
and combat development will be whetted for the next month in the 
testing of a huge new flying crane helicopter. 

It’s here for concept tests to determine if the Sikorsky S60 is 
feasible for Army use. 

The machine has already been lauded by civilians, but, officials say 
Army requirements will be considerably stiffer — because war has no 
respect for weather, terrain or other conditions. 

For all practical purposes, the “crane” is the locomotive or tractor 
truck of the air. It promises to solve the problem of transportating the 
most difficult and heaviest objects to the most inaccessible places. 

In addition, it is the prototype of a drawing board model which 
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to hoist-external cargoes. 


CURRENTLY undergoing tests at Fort Rucker’s Aviation Center to determine military uses 
the S-60 Flying Crane. Pilots are also being checked out on the unusual craft whi 





anportedly is capable of hauling a 50-ton load. 

A delegation, headed by, pioneer copter builder Igor Sikorsky, ar- 
rived hére with their new aircraft to show the Army some of the 
tests they have already run at their Bridgeport, Conn., plant. 

The copfor already has scooped up tons of water from a lake and 
carried it quickly to douse a simulated forest fire and then return for 
more water; it has carried concrete building blocks and unloaded them; 

In areas where it is 
impossible to take off or land, the craft can hover while a winch is 
lowered to pick up or discharge the cargo. 

The pilot can swivel his seat around to supervise the loading and

“Picatinny Sled Sets Record 


DOVER, N.J. — A rocket-powered sled which was designed, built 
and tested under the supervision of Picatinny Arsenal here has set a 
new world speed record for such test vehicles in its weight class. The 
1940 miles-per-hour mark was set during one of a series of recent tests 
conducted on Army missile warhead sections at Holloman Missile De- 
velopment Center at Alamogordo, N.M 

The 7500-pound sled was carrying a warhead section skin assembly 
containing a fully instrumented payload when it roared across the New 
Mexico desert and rammed into the face of its target, a two-foot thick 
concrete wall e 

Propelled by four solid propellant rocket motors capable of de- 
livering 200,000 pounds thrust, it is supported by horizontal struts which 
give the vehicle an extremely low silhouette and minimum nose area, 
thus keeping drag effect-to a minimum. The sled was rocketed along 
a dual track rail system and was in mid-air when it smashed into ite tar- 
get 100 feet from the end of the track 

Purpose of the test was to simulate the changes in missile charac- 
teristics which take place at the moment of tremendous impact. The 
rocket sled system provides a means of obtaining such data within mil- 
lionths of a second after impact by the use of short-range, high-speed 
lnstcumentation

— The nuclear-powered submarine Patrick Henry, 
a 380-fo0t mobile base for firing Polaris ballistic missiles, will be launch- 
ed 22 Sept. at General Dynamics Corp.’s Electric Boat Division. 

I'he Patrick Henry will be the second Polaris-equipped atomic sub. 
The lead ship of the class designed as underwater missile stations is 
the George Washington, which was launched 9 June. She is now being 
fitted out for sea trials and is scheduled to become operational in 1960 
with the Polaris weapon system. A 1960 completion date has also been 
assigned to the Patrick Henry. 

In addition to its principal weapon, the Patrick Henry will have 
‘tdrpedo-firing capability. The 5400-ton sub will have a comprehensive 
battery of navigational aids, including the ship inertial navigation sys- 
tem which enables submarines to determine their position while remain- 
ing submerged

FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz.—The 
Army Electronic Proving Ground 
has recently received word that the 
Military Communications Electron- 
ic Board, Washington, has increased 
the responsibility of the area fre- 
quency coordinator here by expand- 
ing the coordinating area to include 
the entire state of Arizona. 

The area has previously been 
limited to a portion of southern 
Arizona. This change reflects the 
rapid growth of the technical pro- 
gram of the Proving Ground. Field 
testing extends to sites in eastern 
and central Arizona with extensive 
surveillance drone testing being 
conducted at the Yuma Test Sta- 
tion. Testing of all types of elec- 
tronic equipment and systems will 
be performed in the recently estab- 
lished Electronic Environmental 
Test Facility. 

Expansion of the area will lead 
to appointment of sub-coordinators 
for specific areas within Arizona. 
This effort is directed by Mr. Wm. 
R. Foley, area frequency coordina- 
tor, Army Electronic Proving 
Ground, 

There are only three other area 
frequency .coordinators in the 
States.’ The first was established 
at White Sands Missile Range sev- 
eral years ago. Area Coordinators 
for the Atlantic and Pacific missile 
ranges were established last year. 
The -area frequency coordinators 
are responsible for arranging fre- 
quency usage by Army, Navy, and 
Air Force activities within their 
respective areas to insure that there 
is no interference among their 
operations. The same assistance is 
available non-military federal 
agencies.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla.— A 
missile worker at Cape Canaveral 
has come up with a simple idea 
that could save his company, the 
government and the taxpayers mil- 
lions of dollars. 


No bigger than a bread box, 
which is exactly what it is, the 
device has been dubbed a “missile 
killer stash kan.” : 

It’s nothing more than a con- 
tainer which can be clipped to the 
side of a missile to hold a work- 
man’s tools, metal shavings, screws, 
bolts or any other small item which 
might be dropped from the work- 
man’s pocket inside the missile en- 
gine or inadvertently left where it 
could vibrate into a critical area 
during flight. 

Robert F. Balkenhol, a senior 
quality engineer for the Martin- 
Company at Cape Canaveral, got 
the idea when he saw a workman 
crawling into a compartment of a 
missile with a handful of screw- 
drivers. 

“Chips and tools kill missiles, so 
we ought to have a place to stash 
them,” Balkenhol decided. 

He and his boss, Russ Brooks, 
a supervisor, made a trip to a 


nearby plastics firm in search of 
a ready-made container of some 
sort which would serve the pur- 
pose. 

Hamer Wilson, president of Tup- 
perware Home Parties, Inc., maker 
of polyethelene utensils, gave the 
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Martin's ‘Stash Kan‘ Idea 
Could Save U.S. Millions 


two engineers one of his firm’s 
standard bread boxes, a plastic con- 
tainer 12-by-6-by-4% inches. 

Back at the Titan complex on 
the Cape, Balkenhol devised a met- 
al bracket which, when attached 
to the bread box,:enables it to be 
neetee onto the side of the mis- 
sile. 

Now, when a technician is work- 
ing inside a missile, he can deposit 
his tools, any nuts or bolts or other 
small items in the “Stash Kan,” 
thereby eliminating the possibility 
of these items doing damage in- 
side the expensive missile. 

A simple item, it does a big job. 
Missile Killer Stash Kans have 
been ordered for all the Titan com- 
plexes at the Cape. 

They cost about $3. 

The saving could be considerable 
if it prevented the loss of just one 
missile.

ARMY historians made social news last weekend when the 75 members 
of the Office of Military History gave a reception and dinner to 
honor their new chief, Brig. Gen. James A. Norell, and Mrs. Norell. 
The party, in fact, had a dual purpose because, while the Norells 
were being welcomed, farewells were said to Col. Warren H. Hoover, 
who has served as acting chief of the office during the past year, and to 
Mrs. Hoover, Greeting guests in the receiving line with the Norvells 
and the Hoovers were Dr. Stetson Conn, chief historian of the Army 
and principal advisor to the Chief of Military History, and Mrs. Conn. 
It was interesting to learn at the party that Gen. Norell has taken 
over at the. mid-way point of an important project. Since 1945 the 
Office of Military History has been working on an 85-volume series, 
“The United States Army in. World War II.” At this stage the 41st 
volume is on the shelf and the 42d is about to come off the press. 
“The United States Army in Conflict with Communist Powers,” 
another, but shorter, series, is also in.the works. And a third project 
that has now fallen to Gen. Norell is the devising of.a new Combat 
Arms Regimental System, which is intended to give atomic-age fighting 
units the morale building chara of the old Army regiments.

Improves Missile Control 


CHICAGO—A new flight safety 
system for missiles, developed by 
Armour Research Foundation of 
Illinois Institute of Technology, 
provides ground safety officers with 
another method.of control over mis- 
siles while in flight. 

Developed for the Army Signal 
Research and Development Labor- 
atory, the system is used in test 
or training flights and is a modifica- 
tion of a radar beacon system. It, 
therefore, can be employed in any 
missile that is tracked by radar and 
has a suitable radar 
ceiver

This is overcome in the new sys- 
tem by. using three or four-pulse 
signals which cannot be generated 
by radio interference in the radar 
beacon receiver in multiple radar 
setups. In addition, the new sys- 
tem is not characterized by erratic 
operation at low signals levels as 
were some of the older systems.

IN FIELD APPLICATION, this 
is how the new safety system will 
work. Firing ranges for missiles, 
in most cases, are limited in area 
and extreme care must be exercised 
by safety officers to prevent mis- 
siles from running wild. A missile 
which becomes erratic due to some 
system or mechanical failure is us- 
ually destroyed or brought to the 
ground in a safe area. 

The new radar beacon system, 
when mounted in a practice or test 
missile, allows the safety officer an 
element of control in case of mis- 
sile failure. By pushing a button 
in case of emergency, a pulse com- 
mand is automatically sent out 
through one of the radar tracking 
sets to the missile. 

This command could result in 
fuel being cut off, an explosive

The Aeroballistics Laboraiory 
provided the “roadmap” for the 
Juno Il missile. Laboratory person- 
nel determine the correct angle at 
which-to fire the missile, and plot 
the trajectory which the Juno II 
must travel into space in order to 
place a satellite into an orbit which 
will accomplish its mission. 

In the latest launching, the 
firing angle and trajectory were

Banner Season Predicted 
Nationwide for Hunters 


NEW YORK—One of the finest 
game crops in a decade is in the 
offing for hunters this season, ac- 
cording to the annual survey made 
by the conservation department of 
se Mathieson Chemical Corpora- 
ion. 

The company, whose Winchester- 
Western Division is one of the lead- 
ing producers of sporting firearms 
and ammunition, polled wildlife ad- 
ministrators in 42 states and the 
Provinee of Ontario and found that 
game crops range from “geod” to 
“utterly fantastic.” 

Rabbits, grouse, quail, wild tur- 
keys, and deer are in greater 
abundance than a year ago in most 
states. Pheasant and squirrel popu- 
lations are expected to be about the 
same as in 1958 as are such big 
game species as bear, antelope, elk, 
mountain sheep, boar, and peceary. 

In the small game .eategory, an 
excellent rabbit crop. is expected 
in the Northeast and Central United 
States from the Gulf te Canada. 
Squirrels (fox and gray) will be 
about equal to the 1958 banner 
year with even further improve- 
ment in the Middle Atlantic states. 
Quail, particularly bobwhite, appear 
on the increase for the third 
straight year in all Atlantic Coast 





states with the exception of the 


Carolinas. Nebraska reported quail 
‘in fantastic density. 4 i : 

THE UPWARD TREND in the 
grouse population is gaining mo- 
mentum, Of 30 states filing a report 
on this species, only one, New 
Hampshire, predicted fewer birds. 
Wild turkeys will be more abun- 
dant, especially in the Appalachian 
region and the Southwest. About 
the only spotty picture is pheasant. 
While a boom is predicted in the 
plains and prairie states, the West 
Coast Wisconsin, and New York 
indicate fewer birds. 

In the big game category, the 
1959 bumper crop of deer is even 
bigger than last year’s. Only Ohio 
and New Hampshire foresee fewer 
whitetails. Mountain goat, moose, 
and bighorn sheep will be at least 
as abundant as last year, as will an- 
telope, elk and bear. Smaller popu- 
lations were indicated only by 
Colorado (for antelope), Wyoming 
(for elk), and New Hampshire (for 
bear). 

Hunting will continue to be good 
in the Province of Ontario where 
the Hungarian partridge popula- 
tion, as well as a bumper crop of 
moose, is nearing a peak and needs 
harvesting. Other game species will 
be comparable to 1958 levels.

Flamethrower’s Versatility 
Taught by 8th Cav. Expert 


WITH 1ST CAV. DIV., Korea — 
A four-hour block of instruction on 


the use of the portable flame 
thrower, M2A1, was recently pre- 
sented to the men of the Ist BG, 
Sth Cav. 


The familiarization with the wea- 
non was held north of Sand Island 
in the Spoonbill sector. The in- 
structor for the class was Ist Lt. 
Karl Hurdle, CO of Co. A, 8th 
Cav. 

Hurdle opened the class with an 
orientation on the flame thrower. 
The members were then divided in- 
to groups and three stations were 
set up. The first station was “gen- 


eral data,” including nomenclature, 
characteristics, and field stripping. 
The second station described the 
mixing of different fuels, followed 
by the last station illustrating the 
tactical employment of the wea 


pon 

Hurdle explained that the flame 
thrower burns, blinds, and asphyx- 
iates. It is suitable for shooting 
around corners and achieving bel- 
lowing and richocheting effects. It 
is excellent for mopping up and 
eliminating strong positions in 
street or jungle fighting. 

In addition, the flame thrower 
is a powerful psychological weanon. 
Soldiers have been found dead 
after flame thrower attacks, and 
doctors, finding no burns, indica- 
tions of asphyxiation. or wounds 
of any type, have attributed death 
to the shock of fear inspired by 
by this terrible weapon.
